They are exceptions. For one thing, ours is 
a great improvement over the Napoleonic crim- 
inal code, still in operation in Quebec, by which 
the accused is assumed guilty until he proves 
his innocence.

T isn't many hundred years since trial wau 


conducted by ordeal. 
The accused was 


supposed to be guilty unless he could pick up 
a handful of red-hot coals without burning the 
fingers. In place of testimony under oath, he 
had to plunge his ami into boiling water as 
proof of his sincerity. 


Thieves were proclaimed guilty 
if they 


choked when trying to swallow dry barley bread 
and cheese in court. 


Justice then was based on witchcraft-su- 


perstition. 


We have, at least, developed to the point 


where trials are conducted by processes of 
reasoning and fact. The emotional appeal in 
court is slowly dying out, tho it clings 
aciously. 


There's a long 'way to go before justice 


will be infallible. Rut if you get into court now, 
as an accused, you have 1000 times the chances 
your ancestors had in the days of armor and 
witchcraft. 


Worst obstacle to the attainment of ab- 


solute justice is human stupidity, nuinifesteil 
in many juries. That is an element that will he 
difficult of solution.

back to normal. Every good development like that breeds other 
good developments. Agriculture generally is showing healthier 
condition. Industry is beginning to resume. When the railroads 
are helped to the buying of cars and other equipment, the process 
ol recovery will be much more rapid. Unemployment will be tre- 
mendously decreased when the railroads place orders for new 
equipment." 


Is business better? We asked Chamlers Brown, President of 


the Chamlers Pump and Manufacturing Company. He said, "Two 
weeks ago, we were practically shut down. To-day, we are run- 
ning better than 50 percent of capacity, and our dealers are bare 
of stocks. No, this is not just a spurt, it looks to me like a perma- 
nent steady improvement. Nothing flashy, but a slow gradual 
betterment, which will go ahead and gain momentum as the 
months pass.'* 


Is business better? We asked E. A. Williams, Jr., President 


of the Gartord Motor Truck Company. He said, "Orders for tracks 
are coming in better every week. \Ve are taking on more men. 
v\ hile we do not look to see our particular business, the motor 
truck business, get under full head way until next Spring, -we ex- 
pect to see it come along better between now and then." 


Is business better? We asked C. L. Ackerman, President of 


the Lima Sheet Metal Products Company. He said, "Our business 
is breaking better every day. While some of our customers have 
stocks of what we manufacture on hand, many of them are about 
out of our products, as is indicated by orders received from some 
of the most important truck concerns in the country. I personally 
hope that business will not pick up briskly, becausp WP want to get 
nioved into pur new factory, and running'smoothly before our cus- 
tomers begin to rush us. We should be settled within the nexfe 
three weeks. Then we will be ready for whatever they give us." 


From a reserve point of view our banking 


system is at present one of herculean 
strength, and credit seems at last to be loos- 
ening up. The lowering of the rediscount 


rates at the reserve banks gave the first assurance that the strain 
was over. Frozen credits, losses and undue conservatism have all 
combined to make banks hesitant about doing their obvious eco- 
nomic duty at this time. But during the past week the situation 
has been noticeably relaxing. The early marketing of the crops 
has been of great help in softening conditions in the agricultural 
districts. The rapid rise in the price of cotton will help many a 
Southern bank out of a hole. Acceptances and commercial paper 
have enjoyed an expanding market and the tendency of rates is 
downward. 


The demand for money for crop moying purpcsps seems to 


have reached and passed its zenith. Ordinarily the top demand 
ccmes a little later in September1 but reports indicate that early 
inarketing and thoroughgoing functioning of the Reserve system 
have enabled us to meet the greatest demand likely to arise this 
year. The cotton banks have increased theii* borrowings slightly, 
but the Minneapolis Reserve Bank has reduced its loans obtained 
from the other Reserve banks. With cotton prices taking v/ings 
pressure below Mason and Dixon line should promptly and widely 
relax.

Final payments on the total of one billion gold marks due Aug- 


ust 31, were made in good season by the German Government. To 
prevent serious exchange fluctuations the arrangements had been 
agreed to have funds in European currencies at prevailing rates of 
exchange made as acceptable as dollars. T3ie final payment was 
thus made in sterling, French and Belgian francs, lire and dollars. 
To make up the required amount in dollars the Reichbank sent to 
the New York Federal Reserve Bank 82,000,000 marks in gold 
coin. So far, so good. The question now, however, is how will the 
heavy future payments be effected. France has arranged to take 
payment to some degree in kind, but on the whole allied policy has 
not been favorable to a flooding of national markets with German 
goods. The payment due in November and January next will 
doubtless be largely covered by the deliveries of coal and other 
goods since May of this year, but the big problem will come in 
1922. J. M. Keynes, the English expert, looks for default. On the 
other hand, the German Chancellor thinks that Germany can see 
the thing through. If the Allies will not themselves take German 
goods, the only hope lies in an enormous expansion of German ex- 
port trade with Russia, the Near and Far East and South America.
